Against  the 
debt  that  is  ours  we  shall  balance  our  prayers,  Masses, 
and  Communions.  Not  guns,  tanks,  and  plans,  but 
spiritual  ammunition  is  the  need  of  the  missionaries  on 
the  home  and  foreign  front.  Remember  Pearl  Harbor, 
yes!  But  forget  Christ  and  His  ringing  challenge,  no!

There  has  come  about  a  climax  in  the  world  todav  be-

cause  men  in  a  large  way  have  exiled  Christ  from  their  lives 
and  institutions.  It  is  just  as  true  that  men  first  clearly 

espied  true  human  dignity  and  human  rights 
Climax  when  they  first  looked  upon  the  Cross  of 

Reached  Calvary.  If  you  wish  to  be  patriotic,  if  you 

wish  to  labor  for  the  coming,  after  the  clouds 
of  war  are  dispersed  and  victory  crowns  our  arms,  of  a  better 
world  day,  then  you  will  labor  for  the  reign  of  Christ  in  our 
institutions.  Do  not  look  to  the  men  who  do  not  kneel  at  the 
Cross  for  the  securitv  of  vour  freedoms.  Look  over  into  Central 
Europe  and  see  in  concentration  camps  and  in  jails  and  under 
guard  the  thousands  of  devoted  Christians.  Your  enemies 
understand  that  to  destroy  human  freedoms  they  must  destroy 
the  Church.  You  do  not  persecute  what  you  do  not  fear. 
Just  as  the  Church  in  Catacombs,  and  no  Caesar  on  the 
Aventine,  was  the  protagonist  of  human  rights,  so  today  it  is 
our  proud  boast  that  the  very  power  which  wars  on  human 
rights,  wars  on  the  Church.
